If, on the other hand, people allow their emotions to run away with 
sober reflection and sound judgment, no matter how laudable those emotions 
may be, no matter how fine even the impelling motives, it is a sine qua non, 
that the conclusion reached will nine times out of ten be wrong and the 
goal to be achieved further removed and subsequently more difficult to 
attain. For misdirected effort surely leads to more complicated and most 
undesirable consequences. ' 

In their turn undesirable consequences can do nothing but promote 
rest, dissatisfaction and despair, and when these moods have been induced 
people are apt to turn to anything that offers in the hope of finding relief, I 
even to the extent of surrendering liberties which have been bought at 
great cost. 

All this, no doubt, Dr. Millikin had back of his mind when he wrote his 
dictum that the existence of democracy is threatened for the peoples who 
fail to apply science and reason to the solution of their problems. 

This does not by any means contradict the assertion that sentiment 
and emotion have their part in determining the destinies of individuals and 
nations. Indeed, not only have they'a part to play, but without these forces 
the world would be a sorry sphere, but they require as a governor, rational 
thinking and logical decisions, so that they may be directed along right 
and useful channel^. 

Once rationalism has pointed the way to the solution of the problems 
which vex the soul, then is the time to call into play the finer emotions of 
burning zeal and enthusiasm to enkindle others, and it is a safe assump¬ 
tion that causes lighted from the beacon of incontrovertible fact and en¬ 
trenched wisdom are those which will ultimately prevail in the minds and 
hearts of the multitude. 

The people of Western Canada have at times been accused of being too 
easily swayed by popular and ephemeral concepts and of swinging to 
tremes. If there is any truth to the accusation, it is equally true that they 
are not more prone to do so than the peoples of other lands. For proof, it 
is only necessary to take note of what is happening in other countries. 

Moreover, if at times, the citizens of this country, display an occa¬ 
sional tendency to soar to impractical heights, as they do in other coun¬ 
tries it is noticeable that free ventilation and discussion eventually slows 
down the pendulum to a point where questions can be considered ration¬ 
ally, a tribute to the value of free thought and free speech, rightly 
garded as the bulwarks of democracy. 

And in .connection ifc*%.interesting to note that Dr. Millikin also 
stated that he regarded the newspapers as “on the whole the most effective 
adult educational influence in this country,” coupling this with his comment 
on the necessity of resorting to reason if democracy is to survive. 

This .statement needs very little amplification, for it is universally 
recognized that the newspapers of this country devote a great deal of space 
to the publication of discussions by authorities and others on important 
social and economic problems and also to announcements of discoveries of 
value to mankind generally.

Highway Crossing Accidents 

Collisions Between Automobiles And 
Trains Show Increase 

Accidents at highway crossings in 
1935 involving collision between 
motor vehicles and trains totalled 
213 compared with 182 for 1934, 
report of the board of railway com¬ 
missioners announced. 

Of the 1935 figures, 61 accidents 
were instances in which motor ve¬ 
hicles ran into sides of trains, in¬ 
volving 13 persons killed and 90 in¬ 
jured, compared with 55 accidents of 
a like nature in 1934 in which seven 
were killed and 76 injured.

New Lead Pencil Requires No 
Sharpening Or Refills

ening. Eisenhauer, secretary of the 
Maritime Teachers’ Bureau, has 
structed just such a pencil and it 
is the basis of a patent issued by 
the United tSates patent office at 
Washington.

Survivors Of Accident At Gold Mine

'P'HE ordinary man wonders why should all this time be 
wasted by any political party—no matter if it be Liberal, 
Conservative or Social Credit—if they haven’t something 
useful to contribute towards legislation with a view to im¬ 
proving conditions. All the talk in the world availeth noth¬ 
ing unless there is action, and this has been lacking up till 
the present. 

J^EW ENTHUSIASM may be instilled into wavering 
hearts by the news that Major Douglas, Social Credit 
founder, will reach Alberta on March 30. His teachings 
have carried very little conviction, most people being unable 
to understand the terms in which he speaks. But he has a 
contract for about $11,000 with the provincial government, 
so presumably he will complete it this time, and return to 
England never to return as a Social Credit advisor to any 
Canadian government, provincial or Federal. The fact that 
R. J. Magor has been engaged to reconstruct Alberta’s fi¬ 
nancial fabric with a view to putting it on a sounder basis, 

I has been objected to by the Major, whose intricate phrases 
require a lot of unravelling before you glimpse just what he 
is trying to convey to the average mind. Douglas and Ma¬ 
gor are so opposed in their financial theories, that Premier 
Aberhart will indeed have a difficult time trying to ride two 
horses of such contrasting dispositions. Magor represents 
orthodox finance; Douglas just a dreamlike theory, 

'Y'HE PROPOSAL to put into effect codes for the regula¬ 
tion of retail prices will likely come to nought. It is a 
difficult thing to fix prices, as business is developed largely 
by "competitive methods. It would be ideal if everyone knew 
just what goods should be bought and sold for; merchants as 
well as customers would be saved considerable worry over 
fluctuating prices. But business doesn’t.work that way; the 
law of supply and demand is ever at work, in the realms of 
nature as well as in the avenues of trade and commerce. 

pHE EXPERIENCE of the United States in trying to 
regulate business by codes does not encourage their ifse 
in Canada, Various trade organizations in Canada have 
tried to operate under codes, or regulated prices, and some 
with a good measure of success, but in effect it has amounted 
to price control by those who sell the goods, so that the 
benefit was all in favor of the seller, 

RECENTLY radio listeners heard a ranting evangelist 
type of preacher from the southern States who had been 
engaged to astonish the natives of Alberta. Just what has 
happened to him since his campaign, nobody knows, and 
apparently does not care. He was one of those hallelujah, 
arm swinging, trombone playing type that would have been 
a great asset to a circus in leading the parade, but asforsav¬ 
ing souls-well- our impression is that most people just got a 
pain in the neck and quickly turned the dial or shut off the 
radio. * 

JT SEEMS that some clergymen encourage this type of re¬ 
ligious buccaneer. Notoriety and sensationalism is the 
stock in trade of this type of ranter. • Most people would 
desire other company in any old place, heaven or hell. But 
some do like it, and climb up on the band-wagon every time 
something new in the way of religion is paraded before them. 
No wonder the churches complain of lack of support when 
so many are willing to give their cash towards religious-

Water Service 
Operating Under 
Many Difficulties 

Frost Played Havoc With Pipes 
and Many Homes Without Wa¬ 
ter Until Spring Thaw. 

Despite persistent efforts and 
long hours of work by men thawing 
waterpipes, a large number of 
houses continue to be without 
water Hundreds of thousands of 
gallons are being pumped daily, as 
there is a heavy wastage caused by 
taps left running, which is the 
only way in which those fortunate 
enough to have running water may 
retain it. 

To speed up the thawing of pipes, 
an additional transformer which 
will enable greater heat to be put 
into the pipes will be in operation 
this week. In some houses efforts 
to get water have been unsuccess 
ful, and it is hoped that with a 
greater volume of heat, many of 
those now without water will be 
thawed out by the new machine. 

In the meantime, people are ac- 
J customing themselves to the pioneer

I from the nearest source of supply, 
and economizing on its use.

Rocket Planes 


“There are possibilities,” he said, 
af constructing an aerial weapon 
j for destroying the enemy at 200-mile 


range without risking the life of a 
single pilot."

“Still 
later,” he said, “there may be a 
system of mail-carrying acj-tSss the 
Atlantic. Later still we can con¬ 
ceive of passenger-carrying by the 
rocket. 

“Since the rocket carries,- its own 
oxygen ahd works perfect^ well in 
a vacuum, it should, if light enough, 
be capable of sufficient acceleration 
to rise outside the earth's gravita¬ 
tional field at very high speeds, and 
once launched it would continue to 
fly through space unimpeded.” 

Professor Klemin saw four prac¬ 
tical problems ahead for rocket 
planes, fuel first.
